COHTMBUS, O., Nov. 1.—Supt. Hahn, 


of the state insurance department, has 
just succeeded in enforcing a rule 
which will save the life insurance pol- 
icy holders of Ohio between 565,000 and 
875,000 a year. 
Last February it came 


to the knowledge of Supt. Hahn that 
certain life insurance companies, li- 
censed to transact business in the state 
of Ohio, were in the habit of charging 
up to the policy holders of this state 
the 2K per cent, tax upon gross pre- 
mium receipts which is levied by the 
state. 
. 


Th« matter was brought to the at- 


tention of the department by a Middle- 
port, 0., policy holder who had a 
matured claim for S3,000 against a com- 
pany which undertook to deduct 
twenty-five dollars for the taxes be- 
fore paying him. He appealed to Supt 
Hahn and was at once informed that 
he need not settle on that basis, and 
that no life company which continued 
that practice would be permitted to1 do 
business in Ohio. -The matter was im- 
mediately taken up by the department 
and brought to the attention of all the 
companies. 


• It was found that a number of them 


had never engaged in the practice. 
The department held that it would be 
as just to assess against the dividends 
of the policy holders of any state the 
excess losses above the actuaries' com- 
putations as to single out and charge 
up against them a state tax. 


This state tax, the superintendent 


held, should go in as part oj! the pen- 
era! expenses of the company and fall 
upon all policy holders alike without 
respect to state lines. The companies 
were notified to this effect, and the 
penalty of being barred out of Ohio 
threatened if they failed to observe 
the ruling of the department. They 
have all complied with the ruling, and 
Superintendent Hahn has the satisfac- 
tion of knowing that he has performed. 
a great service for many Ohio policy 
holders.

Thin Country Can Restore Silver and Other 


Countries Will Soon Follow. 


The urgent reason for closing the 


Indian mint to silver was the then 
prospect that this country would sus- 
pend the further purchase of silver, 
and no one doubts that if wo open our 
mints to silver the mints in India will 
be reopened for the reception of that 
metal. The whole of Franco can be 
placed within the 
limits of one of 


our forty-four states and the territory 
left would bo larger than that covered 
by tho Now Eng-land states. We are 
already the richest nation in tho world 
and a comparatively small fraction of 
our resources are fully developed. The 
nations of Europe are now using about 
81,500,000,000' of silver upon the ratio 
of 15>£ to 1, which must be constantly 
renewed and which by reason of the 
increased value of gold since 1S73, is 
imprisoned in the countries that use it, 
and does not flow into the world's 
money stock. 


In view of these facts it is most rea- 


sonable to expect that with our indus- 
tries restored to their normal activity 
wo can, with the assistance of, silver- 
using countries, which constitute ranch 
tho larger portion of the population of 
the world, give as large an employ- 
ment of silver as is given to gold by 
tho comparatively small nations of 
western Europe. With such alluring 
prospects before us and the example of 
France behind us, should not national 
pride stimulate us to make the attempt 
to walk alone rather than sink down 
overcome by tho childish fear that we 
may fail? We are in the current which 
is sweeping all gold-using countries 
downward to bankruptcy, with noth- 
ing to hope for but companionship in 
the universal desolation that awaits 
them. Let us, animated by the true 
American spirit, leave tho current be- 
fore it is too late and save ourselves by 
using all the material which nature 
has given us for monetary use. Wa 
never have had and never can have too 
much of it. The ignoble sentiment 
that if we succeed in bringing t&e 
metals to a parity other nations A-ill 
practically enjoy with us the benefits 
of bimetallism should not raVke 'as 
hesitate.—Henry G. Miller, in Chicago 
Times.

Democrats Have Won the First Battle with 


Republican Trusts—Duties Greatly Re- 
duced on All—Hypocrlgy of Republican*. 
Most of the claims and pretensions 


put forth by repubicans to catch votes, 
during the past, deoade, have been mis- 
leading if not actually false. Such is 
the claim now being made from every; 
stump that the new tariff bill is pecu- 
liarly the work of trusts, and that no 
other tariff bill ever granted such 
special favors'to trusts. Conscientious 
republicans who know the history of 
tne McKinley bill wouldnot open their 
mouths on this subject. They know 
that the trusts and protected interests 
practically had their-own way in -the 
McKinley bill, which is a patchwork of 
trust legislation. Dozens of important 
clauses are in the language suggested 
by 
the 
protected 
manufacturers. 


Duties were increased—often doubled 
—on almost every product sold by com- 
bines and trusts. The few reductions 
on trust products, such as those on 
steel rails and steel beams—were not 
sufficient to interfere with trust prices. 


On the contrary, it will be difficult 


for the republicans to instance, with 
one exceptipn, any sinfce trust product 
on which duties are now higher than 
before last August. In nearly every 
case duties have been lowered or en- 
tirely abolished. Here are a few of the 
trust products on which duties have 
been abolished: 


Sulphuric acid, copper ingots, cotton 


wed'oil, yellow pine lumber, salt, har- 
rows, harvesters, binding1 twine, jute 
bagging for bailing cotton. 


Here are trust • products on which 


duties have been reduced 50 to 100 per 
cent.: 


Borax, castor oil, copper sheets, 


white, lead, lead, santonine, sponges, 
cement, locomotive tires, smelsers' 
products, soap, penknives, shot, stove- 
boards, zinc in sheets, teazles, peanuts, 
rubbber goods, cordage, brooms, but- 
tons. 
. Here are trust products on which 
duties have been reduced 25 to 50 per 
cent.: 


Boracio acid, ammonia, iodoform, 


linseed oil, coal, ultramarine, red lead, 
fruit jars, calomel, crockery, biscuit 
and crackers, starch,' flint glass, win- 
dow glass, plate glass, sanitary -ware, 
freestone, indurated fiber, iron and 
steel beams, boiler iron, vapor stoves, 
steel rails, wire rods' electrical sup- 
plies, galvanized iron and steel, bolts 
and nuts, sewer pipe, cast iron pipe, 
soda water machinery, penknives (some 
kinds), hinges, wheels, saws, screws, 
skewers, type, preserved fruits, raisins, 
leather-board, wood pulp, oil cloth, 
matches in boxes, sash, school furni- 
ture, snaths, axes, barbed wire, con- 
densed milk, spool, bobbins and shut- 
tles. 


On the following trust "products 


duties were reduced 10 to 25 per cent.: 


Cigarettes, oat meal, rice, envelopes, 


India rubber, paper bags, brushes, 
matches not in boxes, umbrellas, cart- 
ridges, caskets, celluloid, cotton duck, 
cotton 
thread, 
lime, 
lithographic 


prints, marble, safes, sandpaper, straw- 
board, tomb-stones, trunks, wall paper, 
whips, wrapping paper. 


Keductions of duties on all these prod- 


ucts have lowered the limit to which 
trusts can 
rfciflb 
prices. 
McKinley 


raised this limit and turned millions of 
dollars into trust coffers. 


Eeflned sugar is the only important 


trust product on which, the duty haa 
been increased. But the sugar trust 
would'gladly pay $5,000,000 and per- 
haps 810,000,000 a year to get back its 
McKinley duties. Under the new law 
four-fifths of the duty paid on sugar 
will go to support the government. 
Under the McKinley lavr 99 per cent, 
of the duty paid went to swell the 
trust's profits. But the democrats ar6~ 
not through, with this trust yet. When 
they get another whaok at it this win- 
ter they are likely to take away the re- 
maining1 half of McKinley protection. 


The democrats have won a decided 


victory in the JELret battle with pro- 
tected trusts.. It should not be forgot- 
ten that these trusts .were entrenched 
behind protection walls which the re- 
publicans had been thirty years in 
building-. They were glutted with the 
"sinews of war" extorted from the 
populace on the outside of tho walls. 
At every point the outer walls have 
been taken and the 'trusts have been 
driven from their position. The trust 
combine is broken; those trusts that 
have lost all their protection are no 
longer interested in the fight and will 
not assist other trusts to maintain pro- 
tection.

CocntnbeP Salad In Winter. 


Cucumber lovers will find a way to 


enjoy them fresh out of season by fol- 
lowing this .German recipe to preserve 
them: Take' as many medium-sized ou- 
..cumbers as you wish and pare and slice 
them as if for salad and then salt them 
well and after leaving them in the salt 
a few hours the salt and liquid are 
squeezed out of them with a clean 
white cloth. Then take a quantity of 
finely-cut onions and peppercorn and 
mix them well into the 'cucumber. Put 
the whole Into a large stone jar and 
pour over it the best white wine vin- 
egar, and on top two Inches of good 
salad oil; cover the top of the jar with 
a bladder. During the whole winter 
the cucumber remains fresh and good. 
When necessary add a little more vin- 
egar, and always leave two inches of 
oil at the top. Cucumber salad made 
from the vegetable thus prepared is 
said to be almost equal to its use in 
the fresh state.

A Defense of Hot Bread. 


So much has been said and written 


about the unhealthiness of eating hot 
bread that its lovers will be comforted 
to know that .the doctors do not all 
talk the same way about it. Dr. 
Troitzki, writing to aJRussian medical 
journal, says that after careful exam- 
ination he has found that new and un- 
cut bread contains no nitro-organisms, 
as the heat necessary to cook the bread 
has destroyed them all. After bread has 
been cut and allowed to stand around 
for awhile it quickly collects bacteria, 
as it is an excellent medium for them 
to thrive on. Wheat bread, he thinks, 
gathers bacteria faster than rye, as the 
latter has more acidity. Now all peo- 
ple who love hot bread can eat it with 
the comfortable feeling that,.while it 
may not. be-quite as digestible as stale 
bread, it is free from the bacteria, 
which are making the world so uncom- 
fortable in these days. A little dys- 
pepsia is better than the cholera. 


Death to Ineecte. 


Insects may be destroyed with hot 


alum. Put it in hot water and let it 
boil until the alum is dissolved. Apply 
hot, with a brush, and all creeping 
things are instantly destroyed without 
danger to human life or injury to prop- 
erty.
